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FINANCIAL AID TO STUDENTS 


A subject of much discussion in the period of the 1930’s was 
the manner in which many private institutions of higher education 
were prostituting the traditional scholarship or financial aid as a 
means of obtaining students. 


Some institutions were guilty of extending to every entering 
freshman a scholarship or financial grant. The process was auto- 
matic and every person connected with the institution could hold out 
the offer of financial aid as an inducement to attendance. Con- 
veniently sliding scales were sometimes used in order to meet the 
keen competition then existing for students. 


This sort of thing gained such prevalence as to be dealt with by 
‘Fortune’ magazine at one time. 


As we move further into the peacetime years certain phases of 
life common to pre-war years return. This is true even in the life 
of the small liberal arts college such as Bethany. Though not facing 
a dearth of applicants for admissions, there is a definite responsibility 
for attracting to the campus a sufficiently large and well qualified 
group of new students each September. The subject of financial 
aid arises naturally. 


The granting of a reasonable amount of financial aid to worthy 
students is desirable, but this should not be a part of normal college 
entrance procedure. Every applicant for admission to college should 
not necessarily fill out a request for scholarship assistance at the 
same time as he completes his formal application for admission. 


Bethany College does not bid for students on the basis of 
scholarships or other forms of financial aid. If an applicant has 
been granted a scholarship by another college or university he should 
not approach Bethany College in the hope of receiving a more favor- 
able award. In brief, ““shopping’’ by applicants, by parents, and by 
high school administrators for the best obtainable awards is not con- 
sidered ethical by the College. This does not preclude simultaneous 
filing of applications with several colleges. 


Bethany College does not award scholarst. ,,. or other forms of 
financial aid to students solely on the basis of 4 .sp¢tied rank in 
their graduating class and without application by the studeat. Need, 
to the extent that the student would otherwise encounter great diffi- 
culty in attending college, should be the first consideration in making 
application for any form of financial aid. 


The sole exception to the principle of need in the Bethany 
program is the annual competitive scholarship examinations. Ten 
awards are made each year on the basis of ratings received under 
purely academic competition. Recognition of scholastic achieve- 
ment of this nature has a proper place in a total program of financial 
assistance. 


It is believed that the careless administration of financial aid 
funds is not only detrimental to the effective functioning of the col- 
lege but also deprives the student of services which he might have 
received had the funds been expended for definitely instruction pur- 
poses. 


The alumni of Bethany College will have a great deal to do with 
the scholarship program of the years ahead. There currently exist 
ten Alumni Regional Scholarships, awarded upon alumni designation. 
Many other scholarship applicants are recommended by alumni. It 
is well that the purpose of the financial aid program be understood. 
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NAVY RECOGNIZES 
WARTIME AID 


A plaque in recognition of service ren- 
dered to the wartime United States Navy 
officer training program by Bethany Col- 
lege, was presented to the college on 
January 8 by Captain Herbert Dumstrey, 
Ch. C., United States Navy, at formal 
convocation services attended by the stu- 
dent body. 


Captain Dumstrey in making the 
award on behalf of the commandant of 
the Fifth Naval District, Norfolk, Va., 
emphasized the magnitude of the service 
rendered to the armed services by col- 
leges and universities in training person- 
nel for the tremendous task of mobiliz- 
ing the great forces required to win the 
war. Captain Dumstrey further empha- 
sized the values of a training in the lib- 
eral arts and sciences for the develop- 
ment of the capacity to render proper 
decisions at the required time. 


President Wilbur H. Cramblet, in ac- 
cepting the plaque, reviewed briefly the 
conditions leading to the establishment 
of the Navy V-5 and V-12 programs on 
Bethany’s campus. The Bethany V-12 
program was the only such college-navy 
operation in West Virginia and in the 
immediate tri-state area. President 
Cramblet pointed out that the college 
had considered itself honored when ithe 
Navy authorities approved Bethany as 
a training site for future officers, and 
that a great service had been rendered 
to Bethany in enabling the college to re- 
tain an operating faculty, to continue 
full use of its educational facilities, and 
to maintain its civilian student activities 
even on a limited basis. 


During the seven semesters the navy 
program was in operation at Bethany 
College more than one thousand men re- 
ceived pre-medical or basic officer train- 
ing at the college.

Miss Belt will be in charge of work re- 
lated to the admission and readmission 
of students, classification of students 
maintenance of academic records, and 
the administration of matters dealing 
with students enrolled under Public Law. 
She will be assisted in this work by Bey- 
erly Mikels ‘47 as Recorder.

Miss 
Radulovic has been a member of the 
faculty at Bethany College serving the 
Department of Economics and Business 
Administration as well as in the Office 
of the Dean of Students.

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JAMES FRENCH WINN 
Class of 1879 


OLDEST ALUMNUS 
REPORTS 

James French Winn, graduate of 

Bethany College with the Class of 1879, 

recently sent in his alumni questionnaire 

and thereby brought to light the fact 


that he is the oldest known living grad- 
uate of the College. 


Born in Clark County, ttentucky, Aug- 
ust 12, 1859, he was educated in the 
Clark County public schools and received 
his college preparatory work in private 
schools and seminaries in Winchester, 
Kentucky. 


Mr. Winn entered Bethany College in 
the fall of 1877 with advanced standing 
as a junior and aspirations to be a civil 
engineer. He established an outstanding 
scholastic record and was _ graduated 
with honors and as valedictorian of the 
Class of 1879. 


Following his graduation from Beth- 
any, Mr. Winn decided to become a law- 
yer and after an extended course of pri- 
vate instruction and reading he entered 
the summer law school at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. While at Virginia he 
studied under the famed Professor John 
B. Minor and proceeded to complete 
three terms in one. He then turned to 
the University of Michigan entering in 
1880 by means of special examination 
and was granted the privilege of taking 
the two year course in one year, and 
graduated with his L.L.B. in 1881, just 
two years after receiving the Bachelor 
of Science degree from Bethany. 


Mr. Winn returned to his native state 
of Kentucky where he became editor of 
the Winchester Sun, a weekly newspaper, 
and he continued to serve as editor from 
1881 to 1883. At the same time he 
served as editor of the Lexington Daily 
Press, now the Lexington Herald, from 
1882 to 1883, when he resumed the 
practice of law in Winchester. 


In 1885 Mr. Winn was selected to 
serve as Representative of Clark County 
in the State Legislature and served un- 
til 1887. From 1890 to 1893 he served 


as Master Commissioner of the Clark 


Circuit Court. 


Mr. Winn has continued the practice 
of law in both the state and federal 
courts, including the Supreme Court of 
the United States, in which he argued 
and won several cases. He is still ac- 
tively engaged in the practice of law and 
is the oldest member of the bar in Cen- 
tral Kentucky. 


While in Bethany College Mr. Winn 
was initiated into Delta Tau Delta fra- 
ternity and was also a member of the 
Neotrophian Literary Society. Since 
1882 he has been a member of the 
Masonic fraternity and served as Grand 
High Priest of the Grand Chapter of 
Kentucky Royal Arch Masons in 1920- 
2

Twenty-five years as minister of the 
Church of Christ in Wooster, Ohio, were 
climaxed for Robert S. Tuck ‘21 at a 
special silver anniversary service in De- 
cember. 


The big day was a combination cele- 
bration and farewell to Mr. and Mrs. 
Tuck as they were leaving on an eight 
months vacation tour to include travel in 
Europe and the United States. 


Mr. Tuck’s sole ministry has been in 
Wooster where he built a small group of 
people into a church of more than 700 
resident members. In the course of his 
twenty-five years in this community he 
performed 1,100 wedding ceremonies. 


A great part of Mr. Tuck’s success 
can undoubtedly be attributed to the 
other Bethanian in the family, Marie 
Holloway Tuck, a Zeta at Bethany and 
a member of the Class of 1921.

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GYMNASIUM NEARS 


COMPLETION 


As shown above by a picture taken in 
early February, the new gymnasium for 
Bethany College is rapidly approaching 
the state of reality after many months of 
planning. 

Structural steel for the building ar- 
rived in December and work was begun 
immediately on the assembling of the 
trusses and their erection. A wave of 
zero weather during January and early 
February slowed down the job consider- 
ably but as soon as the weather broke 
work was resumed and is now progress- 
ing at a rapid rate. 


Present schedules call for the building 
to be completely enclosed and under roof 
by April which means that the structure 
will be available for at least partial use 
before the end of the present college 
year. 


The addition of this new facility will 
add much to the program of physical ed- 
ucation and recreation at Bethany Col- 
lege. 

A greatly expanded intra-mural pro- 
gram for both men and women will now 
be possible with the increased floor space 
available in two gymnasiums as well as 
the other recreational facilities. Inter- 
collegiate sports can also be expanded 
with the removal of the limitation im- 
posed by trying to crowd the entire col- 
lege program into one gymnasium. 

As a stop-gap measure this year the 
local high school gymnasium has been 
pressed into service three evenings each 
week for college activities but this has 
been a far from satisfactory solution. 

With the opening of the new college 
year in September 1948 Bethany College 
will for the first time be able to provide 
separate and adequate physical educa- 
tion facilities for the men and women. 

Irvin Gymnasium will serve as the cen- 
ter of all women’s activities. This struc- 
ture, together with the tennis courts lo- 
cated near Phillips Hall, the athletic field 
immediately in back of the college, and 
the hard surfaced volley ball court, will 
permit a_ full schedule of activities 
throughout all seasons of the year for 
the college women. There will be no 
interference in or from the operation of 
the men’s program. 

The new gymnasium, with the new 


athletic fields located immediately ad- 
jacent thereto, the running track, and 
new tennis courts, will provide the facili- 
ties for a complete program of men’s 
activities. 

Three basketball courts will be avail- 
able in the new gymnasium for physical 


education classes and the _ intra-mural 
program. Handball courts, badminton 
courts, and other areas will likewise be 


available for a much more varied pro- 
gram of activity periods. 

The Bison inter-collegiate courtmen 
will benefit greatly by the new 90 by 50 
foot playing court. The ‘‘band box” 
currently in use has offered a severe 
handicap to the conditioning of the 
squad and the playing of games away as 
well as at home. An upturn in court 
fortunes is looked for with the move into 
new quarters. 


Seating facilities for approximately 
1,250 spectators are planned for initial 
installation. The building will be ade- 
quate for at least 2,500 seats but the 
installation will not be made until pro- 
per demand is felt. 


The completion of this fine new gym- 
nasium represents a great deal to the 
Bethany College Alumni Association. 
The cost of this structure has been un- 
derwritten by the alumni as their portion 
of the Five Year Development Program. 
Funds received from the annual giving 
program are to be turned over for the 
purpose of paying for this building. 

The response during the current year 
to the request for support has been good 
but not nearly adequate enough to meet 
the cost of this structure. With work 
proceeding so well and completion of the 
building only two or three months away 
all alumni who have not yet contributed 
their share should make their move in 
order to guarantee the success of this 
greatest of alumni ventures. 


All alumni visiting the campus during 
the spring months are invited to tour the 
site of the new structure and also to 
stop by the President’s office for a look 
at the blue prints if there are questions 
as to facilities included in the building. 
Alumni Day on June 12 will be an ex- 
cellent time for a visit to the campus, 
and a view of the new gymnasium. 


MEWHIRTER LEADS 
SCORERS 


Galloping Jim Mewhirter, Bison  for- 
ward from Avalon, Pa., carried off scor- 
ing honors for the 1947-48 court season 
by rattling the hoops for a total of 353 
points in 19 outings and an average of 
18.58 per game. 


Mewhirter, now in his sophomore year, 
garnered additional laurels by being 
named ‘‘player of the week’’ by the Pitts- 
burgh Press and by being placed on 
W. & J.’s all-opponent team. 


Highwater mark for Mewhirter during 
the year was 38 points against Glenville, 
closely followed by 34 points in the first 
Davis-Elkins setto and 31 against Cal- 
ifornia Teachers in the season opener. 
Other high games included 27 and 25 
against Marietta College, 22 against 
University of West Virginia, 21 against 
both Glenville and California Teachers, 
and 20 against Fairmont State College. 


It is appropriate to say that Mewhir- 
ter’s terrific scoring punch does not 
alone measure his true value. He is 
undoubtedly one of the finest basketball 
players to ever wear the Green and 
White and his play as a “team player” 
is outstanding. With two more years of 
inter-collegiate play ahead of him, Mew- 
hirter will establish a lasting reputation 
at not only Bethany College but through- 
out the entire tri-state area. 


MARTIN SETS NEW 
RECORD 


Edgar Martin ‘51, sophomore court 
flash from Warwood, W. Va., again 
shattered the Irvin Gymnasium scor- 
ing record on February 7, 1948 by 
scorching the nets for 43 points 


against Davis-Elkins. 


Martin established the previous 
high mark on March 1, 1947 when 
he racked up 39 points against Mar- 
ietta College.

BETHANY HOUSE OPENS 


Bethany House, first major addition to college facilities 
since Phillips Hall, was opened for complete use upon the re- 
turn of the students from Christmas holidays. 

A project of the Five Year Development Program, the Beth- 
any House represents a quarter-million dollar investment for 
service to future students at Bethany College. ~ 

As shown above the new building follows the architectural 
pattern of Old Main, Oglebay, Commencement, and Phillips 
Hall. This has a definite influence on tying the lower and

upper campus together into a larger and more beautiful unit. 
Main facilities provided by Bethany House are the Dining 
Hall for Men, Student Union, and Bee Hive. 


DINING HALL 


Located on the top floor, the Dining Hall for Men presents 
a beautiful picture of Gothic styling with its oak beamed ceil- 
ing and large molded stone bay window. This Dining Hall is 
indeed one of the most beautiful areas in the entire college. 

Completely modern kitchens for the dining hall are located 
in the rear wing. Elevator service to the floor below permits 
the serving from the kitchens of private dinner parties in other 
parts of the building. 

Dining space and service facilities are available to serve 
four hundred guests, an adequate figure for the permanent 
development plans of the college. 


STUDENT UNION 


The main entrance of the building is from a terrace facing 
up the hill toward the upper campus. As shown above this 
entrance is styled closely to the main entrance of Phillips Hall, 
giving additional evidence of architectural unity. 

Directly inside the main entrance is the large lounge of the 
Student Union. This lounge is attractively furnished with 
comfortable leather sofas and chairs with draperies comple- 
menting the general color scheme of the furnishings. A large 
fire place provides the center for many pleasant groups. 

In addition to the main lounge the Student Union has two 
large rooms available for club meetings, private dinner parties, 
and other general student activities. 

A second lounge in the Student Union has been set aside for 
reception of college guests, more formal student gatherings, 
and also general faculty use. 

Service facilities for the Student Union include an office 
for the Bethany House manager, a large serving room, coat 


room, and rest rooms.

the Bee Hive provides the soda shop, restaurant and general 
refreshment spot for the student body and their guests. Sepa- 
rate kitchens and serving facilities are contained on this floor 
making the operation completely independent from the re- 
mainder of the building. 

Bethany College has long felt the need for the facilities 
provided by Bethany House. Being located in a small com- 
munity the college itself must be responsible for many services 
that in large communities are provided by outside agencies. 
Proper dining facilities for all students are a primary and 
inescapable responsibility of the college and beyond this the 
college must also provide opportunity for social contact under 
conditions that help develop correct individual social behavior. 


One of the primary purposes of the Development Program 
is to provide adequate dining facilities for men and suitable 
quarters for the accommodation of the many student activities 
on the campus. The construction of the Bethany House was 
undertaken to help answer this purpose. 

During the past two years a situation had developed in the 
conduct of student interest clubs, for example, in which the 
lounges of both Cochran and Phillips Hall were practically 
removed from use by the students actually in residence in the 
dormitories. Meetings of the International Relations Club, 
Spanish, French and German Clubs, Camera Club, Journalism 
Fraternity, Alpha Psi Omega, Varsity ‘’B’’ group, and other 
student groups were scheduled for weekday evenings in one 
or the other of the dormitory lounges. As a result the girls in 
Phillips Hall found their lounge constantly occupied by a club 
meeting and the same situation prevailed for the men in 
Cochran Hall. 

Ample space is provided in the Student Union for two or 
three student groups on the same evening without interfering 
in other parts of the college program. Not only will the opera- 
tion of the groups be improved but the facilities of the dor- 
mitories can be returned to the use for which they were 
originally intended. 

In preparing a program for the operation of the Bethany 
House and its many facilities President W. H. Cramblet ap- 
pointed a committee from the faculty to prepare recommen- 


dations. This committee invited the Student Board of Gov- 
ernors to appoint several students to work with the faculty 
committee and to prepare, in this manner, a report which 
would represent both student and faculty thinking on the 
subject. The joint report was presented to the President on 
December 20 and has been serving as a guide in the utiliza- 
tion and operation of the Bethany House. 


ALUMNI USE 


The Bethany House with its varied facilities will be the 
campus site for all future alumni meetings and activities of

The pur- 
poses of the student affiliates are: to 
offer chemistry students at Bethany Col- 
lege an opportunity to become better ac- 
quainted with chemistry, to secure in- 
tellectual stimulation that arises from 
professional association, to secure ex- 
perience in preparing and _ presenting 
technical matter before chemical audi- 
ences, to foster a _ professional spirit! 
among members, and to instill a protes- ¥ 
sional pride in Chemistry. 5

COMPETITIVE SCHOLAR- 
SHIP EXAMS 


Five awards of $1,000 and five 
awards of $600 will be offered by Beth- 
any College in the annual competitive 
scholarship examinations to be held on 
the Bethany campus April 17. 


This is the eleventh year for the com- 
petitive scholarship program at the col- 
lege and with the return of something 
approximating the pre-war situation in 
high school graduating classes the par- 
ticipation in the program is expected to 
be quite large. 


Other sites for the examination _in- 
clude New York City; Detroit, Michigan; 
and Buffalo, New York. The examina- 
tion will be given in all four places on 
the same day.
